Beam to be able to stay long enough 
to renew the many friendships which 
I value so highly. 
When I received the kind and in- 
sistant Invitation of Dr. Ide and Miss 
English to appear before you on this 
occasion to make an effort to amuse, 
interest or Instruct you. my feelings 
regarding the matter were very much 
mixed. 
I had two very separate and 
distinct sensations. 
First there was 
a feeling of pride and satisfaction. I 
felt elated over the fact that I had 
been Invited to go to Brainerd to ad ­ 
dress the graduating class of th 
training school. 
I felt highly honor­ 
ed. 
My feeling of pride however was 
mixed up and interwoven with the 
dread sensation of fear. 
Fear at the 
very thought of addressing such an 
audience as I knew this would be, 
fear of the thought of attempting to 
say something which would listen to 
my hearers like an address. 
Aa I 
stand before you, my aenae of pride 
has entirely d is a p p e a r e d and fear 
^lone remains. 
I am right now very 
strongly of the opinion that the av 
erage physician or surgeon should 
never under any circumstance* at 
tempt to make a public address; I 
feel very much like the man who ac­ 
cepted an Invitation to address a pub­ 
lic gathering and in a 
faint and 
trembling voice opened his remarks 
by saying "I am very glad to have 
been Invited to address you. but am 
sorry that I came.” 
While an Interne at the Brainerd 
hospital I attended two such occa 
sions as this and listened to the ad 
dresses given by high class profes­ 
sional men from this and a neighbor­ 
ing state. 
I cannot recall much of 
these apeeches except one or two fu n ­ 
ny stories. 
But I do remember that 


a message was delivered to the g ra d ­ 
uating nurses on each occasion and 
from this knowledge I assume that I 
am expected at this time to give you 
nurses words of wisdom, good cheer 
and perhaps advice. 
This latter I 
feel sure after 
three 
years in the 
Brainerd 
Hospital 
Training school 
you will not need. 
Therefore we will 
understand right now that anything 
which I may say that sounds like ad­ 
vice is to be taken merely as a sug­ 
gestion. 
I wish now to heartily congratulate 
you young -ladles on having completed 
your course of study and work. Your 
instruction from Miss English and 
Dr. Ide and their assistants will al­ 
ways be valuable to you. 
They repre­ 
sent to my mind the highest type of 
the trained nurse and efficient su r­ 
geon. 
The school from which you 
graduate has an enviable reputation 
as a training school throughout the 
northwestern states. 
You have had 
a splendid training and I know that 
you rejoice to be through the past 
three arduous years. 
You are glad 
and justly so that the study, hard 
work and drill la over, and that now 
you are ready to enter upon your vo­ 
cation In life as well trained nurses. 
Your future right now Is your ser­ 
ious problem, and It may have caused 
Borne of you a little anxiety and u n ­ 
easiness. 
lf you have not worried a 
little about your future In your pro­ 
fession you are Indeed exceptional. 
I shall alwaya remember In my own 
experience the few months of anxiety 
and uncertainty after I had completed 
my hospital training and before I had 
become definitely located In practice. 
Those were months of endless days 
and wakeful nights 
I was blue and 
discouraged and quite sure that I w as 
doomed to certain failure. 
If any of 
you nurses have any such julsgtvlpgs 
you have my heart felt sympathy, and 
I shall Indeed be happy lf I can say 
anything which will upllfe or cheer 
you. 
The nursing profession Is as old 
or older than the science of medicine. 
It dates back to the beginnings of civ. 
llization. when people Aret began to 
realize that they could be alck and 
when sympathy and a desire to help 
ftrat appeared In the hearts of wo­ 
men. 
Down through the ages the 
woman with her sympathy and kind­ 
ness has tried to help and to nurse 
those who were sick or In distress 
This helpfulness on the part of wo- j

men has gradually become organized 
L l D v I T y JLOidin 
and specialized until now we have 
the trained nurse which is a compar­ 
atively modern institution. 
Each year from the date of the ear­ 
liest training school the sceince of 
nursing has developed and advanced 
It is still developing, still advancing, 
it is k eeping step with the science of 
medicine and surgery. 
New special­ 
ties in the nursing profession are be­ 
ing recognized year by year and the

Brainerd business man who drowned 
in Lake George last 
October, was 
brought to Brainerd at 7 o'clock on 
Thursday evening by Alderman Clar­ 
ence A. Olaon and Robert Gustafson 
who made extraordinarily good time. 
The remains were taken to the u n ­ 
dertaking rooms of D. E. Whitney, 
where Coroner Ed Miskala, of Cass 
Lake, took charge of the same. 
The 
leather high top hunting shoes were 
taken from his feet, "two 
pair of 
pants he wore were cut off, sweater 
and coat removed. 
Some silver was 
found iii hts pockets, a flash light 
which was Identified by Arthur L. 
Hoop, tobacco, etc. 
His watch, an open face Waltham 
was filled with water, and had stop­ 
ped at 5:35 o'clock, which probably 
marked very closely the time when 
(h ath came to him as he struggled to 
swim to the shore, 
His watch fob 
was an Elks tooth. 
An Inquest wan held and the fol­ 
lowing testimony taken; 
James Knutson testified that he 
found the body In five feet of water 
near th** shore of Lake George, float­ 
ing, the toes barely touching bottom; 
that such part of the lake Is In town­ 
ship 139, range 26. 
He did not know 
Mr. Coffraln well enough to Identify 
him, hut conditions went to show that 
death occurred through drowning by 
accident; that he found the body at 
about 2 o’clock on May 2. 
He towed 
the body in to shore, holding it by 
the coat collar and after anchoring 
the boat, tied it to the boat. 
Then, 
duce he had no telephone in his own 
house, he telephoned to the author­ 
ities from C. M. Taylor's residence. 
Ile said the body was In the same con­ 
dition now as when he found it In the 
water. 
In an Interview later he stated 
further that he had been ataylng at 
the home of his brother-in-law, Jess 
Lleske, a mile from the lake. 
That 
some days before he had seen crows 
flocking about the ice and thought 
the body might be there, but the ice 
was too rotten to venture upon it. 
Arthur L. Koop, Coffrain’s h u n t­ 
ing companion the day of the tra g ­ 
edy, told of how they arrived at Lake 
George on Sunday, October 15. of last 
year, at about 3 o’clock, at the east 
point of the lake and crossed to the 
west point, that he left Mr. Coffraln 
and Jule Deering at the west point 
and Mr. White at the east bay. 
Mr. 
White called to him and he went back 
later to the Island and he to the point. 
The last he saw of Mr. Coffraln was 
about 4 o’clock. 
He heard no calls. 
He was further away than Mr. White 
or Mr. Deering. 
He identified the 
body to be that of Selwyn P. Coffraln. 
Dean White testified that he had

A Way to Strengthen the Muscles and 
Prevent Falling Arches. 
This is tile age of tired feet. 
It is 
also the age of pavements. 
And tired 
feet ore largely the result of walking 
on hard pavements. 
Yet, curiously 
enough, pavements were invented pri­ 
marily to enable man to move about 
on his feet more comfortably. 
The outer side of the foot is of strong­ 
er construction than the inner and 
will remain so even with prolonged 
mage on hard pavements if tim foot i* 
kept in a proper position while walk­ 
ing. 
But thy out toeing position takes 
Hie strain off the outer portions of the 
'foot, and thus tile muscles arc weaken­ 
ed eventually through lack of natural 
exercise. 
The last way to correct tics 
and at the same time correct the ten­ 
dency to falling arches is by cultivnt- 
tlng the habit of walking and standing 
with the feet held parallel. 
This is 
particularly helpful to persons who are 
oblige! to stand for prolonged i*t*ri***ls 
at their work. 
In addition there arc two simple ex* 
vre!ses which will strengthen the foot 
muscles ami w-ard off the tendency to 
fatigue if practiced for a few moments 
each day. One of these consist* in toe­ 
ing in as much as possible—walking 
club footed—aiel walking about tin* 
room for one minute several times each 
day. 
This position puts tile strain on 
the muscles of the outside of tin* foot, 
thus totting them up and strengthening 
them. 
The strain will be apparent to 
any one the lirst time lie tries this ex­ 
aggerate*! form of pigeon tot**! locoruo- 
lion. But the ultimate result will lie a 
pronounced strengthening ami straight- 
citing of the feet, with a tendency to 
assume unconsciously a natural posi­ 
tion in walking and standing. 
The 
second 
exercise 
consists 
In 
throwing the weight of th** body on to 
the outside of the feet by standing 
with the legs crossed and the feet held 
parallel. This position should be as­ 
sumed for several minutes en* It day 
ami Is often found very restful to per­ 
sons obliged to stand in tramp** I quar­ 
ters. By bending the knees ai d walk­ 
ing als}uI tin* room with the feet still 
in this position, alternating with lirst 
one foot and then the other in the lead, 
the 
outside 
foot 
museh** 
may 
be 
strengthened very rapidly. 
If either one or both of these exer­ 
cises are practiced for one minute pe­ 
r i l s throe or four times each day the 
foot muscles will be I*-lied up to rosl&c 
fatigue and tin* t* ndei. y to falling 
arches that follows almost invariably.
